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SLAVES ON EAST 
FRONT 


Forced to Work Under 
Soviet Fire 


Among the thousands of Hungarian prisoners 
taken by the Red Army are a large number of 
civilians, says a message from Kuibyshev. They 
are Jewish labour conscripts. The majority of the 
conscripts are intellectuals, engineers, journalists, 
doctors, and teachers. Among them was Professor 
Mishkolsz Acoscza, a biochemist of * world 
reputation. 

Many of them, in the depth of the Russian winter, 
wore nothing more than ordinary thin clothing, 
suited for a summer climatic. They looked broken, 
worn opt, emaciated, starved. Their hair was long 
and neglected, and their general appearance was 
dishevelled. They had clearly gone through & 
terrible experience. Al! they had been given to cat 
waea ration of 250 grammes of bread a day. A 
number of them died of hunger. The Hungarians 
used to send them out to work on defences under 
fire, and many of them weie killed by Russian guns. 

Anton Nemeti, the Hungarian Commander of the 
Jewish Battalion in the 20th Infantry Division of 
the Army, forced them to lic in the snow for cight 
hours on December 7. Eighteen Jews of the 101i st 
company were frozen to death. . 

Engineer Herbst, of the same Jewish company, 
who was ordered to repair a huge machine-gun, biew 
himself up with the gun and over 20 Hungarian 
soldiers—dying, says the report; ¥ like Samson with 
the Philistines.” As punishment, all the members 
of the Jewish company had their bread ration 
stopped for three’ days. 


Police Fire on “ Mutineers ” 


About 3,000 Jewish youths, who were about to be 
dispatched to the Russian front for slave labour, 
are reported to have organised a protest demonsjra- 
tion in the streets of Budapest. he police opened 
fire on the demonstrators. The numbers of killed, 
wounded, and arrested have not been disclosed. 


DEATH IN TRANSNISTRIA 
One-third of Deportees Wiped Out 


it is reported from Istanbul that 60,000 of the 
185.000 Rumanian Jews deported to Transnistria 
(the Rumanian-occupied area of the Ukraine) have 
already died as a result of epidemics, Starvation, or 
physical exhaustion. The Jews sent to Transnistria 
are forced to work as slaves under the most brutal 
conditions. Many of them were employed in clear- 
ing up the bombed ruins in Odessa. 
sc Rumanian Government have now ordered 
‘arrangements to be made for the establishment of 
hettoes in several places in Moldavia. Ali

sent there with their families. The Government has 
also ordered the confiscation of Jewish house 
property in Jassy, Alba Juha, Arad, and other 
towns. 

According to -official reports 3,825 of the 8,125 
large Jewish firms in Rumania have already been 
completely “ Aryanised.” 21,719 Jews employed 
by the firms have been dismissed. 

The press maintains its violent anti-Jewish cam- 
paign. Porunca Vremu, the most violent of the 
anti-Semitic sheets, recently attacked the Jews for 
rejoicing when there was no occasion for their 
optimism. “The memory of the pogroms, i 
menacingly adds, “‘ is still alive.’ The same paper 
urges that as a reprisal for Allied air-raids, ten Jews 
should be executed for every Christian victim. 


JEWS PRAY FOR THE CARDINAL

The message reads: “ We have seen so much 
evidence of brotherhood and loving-kindness from 
the Cardinal in these past years that we feei with 
all hig other friends for his well-being. 

* May the Healer of mankind soon restore the 
Cardinal to full health to enable him to carry on 
his noble work in these days of stress.”

PROGRESS 


Giraztd Sacks Jewish 


Affairs Bureau 


General Giraud has repudiated all decrees issued 
by Vichy since the armistice and has “ liquidated 
the Government Bureau for Jewish Affairs. The 
decision was taken after the Bureau last week pub- 
lished anti-Jewish decrees issued by Vichy on 
October 19, just before the Allied landings in North 
Africa. The decrees dealt with the status of Jewfsh 
The Gazette containing the 
“decrees has been withdrawn by General Giraud. 

He explained in a statement broadcast by Morocco 
radio that they were inserted without his authoftsa- 
tion. M. Bouni, head of the department, has been 
dismissed 

The promise made by the Giraud Administration 
several wecks ago to admit the Jews to combatant 
units of the Army has now been fulfilled by the 
publication of an Army order calling up Jews born 
during the years 1920-23 inclusive and giving the 
right of request to be placed in a fighting unit, 
reports the ManCHESTER GUARDIAN. 

John McVane, an American radio commentator 
‘in’ Algiers, declares that, the Jew-laws in North 
Africa have, in fact, been only slightly rclaxed’ since 
the Anglo-American landings. Practice of their 
professions is still barred, he points out, to Jewish 
doctors and lawyers, while the University of Algiers 
still refuses to admit Jews. Sharp distmetions are 
made both im the civil and military regulations 
between Jews and non-Jews. When a Jewish leader 
requested a high French authority in Algiers to 
abolish the lews, he was told that while some 
changes would be announced, these were to satisfy 

British and American opinion and that Jews need 

not cxpect amy actual loosening of the restrictions.

D.C:M. and Two M.M.s 


Three Palestinian Jewish soldiers in the British 
Forces—one a former German Jew-—-have gained 
awards for their gallant and distinguished services 
in the Maddie East 

Corporal (lormerly of Germany) 
has been awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal. 

BauUMSTEIN and 

Parvate H. Conen have both been awarded the 
Military Medal 

All three belong to Port Services Company No. 
1039, Royal Engineers. This is a Jewish unit a 
déscription of whose work was récenily given in 
the Hebrew press in Palestine. It was among the 
first to be organised in 1940, when stevedores and 
longshoremen at Tel-Aviv port responded to the 
Jewish Agency's recruiting appeal... One section 
soon went to Tobruk, and later t6 Greece, where 
it did yeoman service im the supply services during 


the British campaign. 

In the withdrawal, the Port Services men were 
taken prisoner by the enemy, but 30. or 40 of 
them decided they wére not going to spend the 
rest of the war m a prisoners’ camp. They made 
a dash for it, and after many hazardous adven- 
tures they succeeded in 
forces. 

These 40 became the nucicus of a new formation 
of men transferred from the Pioneer Corps which 
had served in Libya, Greece, Crete, and Cyprus. 
In 1942, the unit was again on active service in a 
Middle East port, and im the North African cam- 
paign since have distinguished themselves further. 


U.S.A. CONGRESS CONDEMNS 
MASSACRES 


| vesolution tondemning the “ mass murder of 
Jewish men, women, and children committed by 
the Nazis in Europe was by the 
U.S.A.: Congress on Tuesday. resolution. 
which. was imtroduced By Senator Alben W. 
Barkicy, added that “the dictates of humanity 
demand that this inexcusable slaughter and mis- 
treatment shall cease, and Congress feels that those 
guilty of these acts should be punished in a manner 
commensurate with the offences.” 

The New York State Legislature this weck also 
unanimously adopted a resolution expressin 
sympathy with the Jews in their persecution, a 
favouring the admitiance to “Palestine of “ as many 
as will be required by the urgent situation of the 
Jewish people.” 

Following a proclamation by Governor Thomas 
Dewey, a day of mourning for the Jews slaughtered 
by the Nazis in Europe was observed on Tuesday 
throughout. New York Siate. A packed memorial 
meeting was held at Madison Square Garden, at 
which two hundred cantors and hundreds of Jewish 
and non-Jewish actors participated.

Miss Rathbone regarded Mr. Morrison's attitude 


as “ gravely unsatisfactory,” and gave notice that 
uniess the subject were to be debated otherwise in 
the House she would raise this on the adjourn- 
Ment at-an early date. 


The Prepesed Angie-t).S. Conference 


Miss Rathbone (Ind., English Universities) asked 
the Foreign Secretary on Wednesday to what extent 
his information comcided with the report recent!y 
received by the World Jewish Congress that the 
Nazi massacres of Jewish men, wormen, and children 
in Poland and elsewhere were continuing on a vast 
scale. and those received from other sources that 
great mumbers of Poles and Yugosiavs, other than 
Jews, were also being massacred. 

Mr. Eden replied: “The Hon. Member will 
appreciate that it ms very difficult to obtain reliabic 
direct evidence, but | regret to say that the informa- 
tion available to me certamly pormts to the conclu- 
sion that the massacre of Jews m Poland ts 
continuing and that considerable numbers of Potrsh 
and Yugoslav nationals, other than Jews, wn addimon 
to members of other oppressed peoples io Europe, 
are also being massacred... 

Miss Rathbone asked what repiy had been ot 
would be made to the recently published proposa! 
by the Secretary of State at Washington that repre- 
sermtatives of the British and United States Govern- 
ments should meet at Ottawa for the prelmmimary 
exploration of ways and means of rescuing relugees 
rom Nazi persecution: whether, in view of the 
delay in the precedure envisaged and of the urgency 
of the problem, he would consider proposing the 
meeting in question should be held in London at the 
éartrest possible date, and not de exploratory ; and 
whether in the meantime His Majesty's Government 
would proceed with whatever measures of rescue 
lay within its own competence. 


“Ne Time Will Be Lest” 


Mr. Eden: “ I have replied that His Majesty's 
Government welcomes the suggestion for a pre- 
liminary informa! discussion of the refugee problem 
between the United States and United Kingdom 
representatives, but as regards the mecting-placc 
we shall be ready to meet the United Slates repre- 
sentative at any mutually comvement place. This, 
as well as the selection of the respective represcnia- 
tives. is under discussion. No time will be lost and 
I can give am assurance that His Majesty's Govern- 
ment Will ia the meantime proceed with whatever 
measutes they have already muitiated.” 

Answering. Colonel Cazalet, Mr. Eden said he 
hoped the discussion would be wide in its scope. 

Mr. Graham White inquired it would be 
necessary for tepresentatives to cross the Atlantic 
and asked Mr. Eden to bear in mind there was all 
the difference between ume and eternity. 

Mr. Eden said somebody would have to cross the 
Atlantic: who it would be he did not know. 

Mr. Silverman asked if the discussion was to be 
concerned with the wide question and not with the 
immediately urgent question. | 

Mr. Eden replied that it would be concerned with 
the urgent problem; and ‘he reiterated im reply to 
Mr. James de Rothschild that it would mot interfere 
with any measures in the meantime.

Mr. Eden: * No; I do not consider that it would 
be appropriate to publish as a White Paper docu-

Sin,-4t_ shall be obliged if you will be good 
oe > to publish the following facts relating to 
the World Jewish Congress: 

Its origen dates from 1917 and took shape during 
the Peace Conferénce af Versailles in 1919 when, 
for the first time, the newly formed American Jewish 
Congeess united with the Comité des Délégations 
Juives, representing the principal Jewish com- 
munities in Eerope. It is worth noting that, at this 
tome also, official Anglo-Jewry asseried a sal 
prerogative and stoGd aside, in company with the 
Altance of France and the silfsverein 
of Germany. . 

The World Jewish Congress now unites the 
treater majerity of the organised Jewish com- 
munities of the free democrats countries. Its con- 
stituents include such very important bodics as the 
Vaed Leumi of Palestine, the American Jewish 
Congress, the Canadian Jewish Congress, the Aus- 
tralian Jewish Congress, most of the communities 
of the Latim-American countrics (now united with 
the North-American communities in the Inter- 
American Jewish Conference), and the Jewish com- 
munity of Switzerland. Before the war, all the 
Jewish communities of Europe were represented in 
the World Jewish Congress: since the disruption 
of these their leading representatives 
as well as most of the refugee organisations m 
London, New York, and elsewhere, are directly 
assocrated with the Congress. The further unques- 
rhoneble fact that the World Jewish Congress is 
she only existing non-sectional and non-party inter- 
national Jewish organisation. for the defence of 
Jewrsh rights and the rchabilitation of the Jewish 
people he World Jewislf Congress has been en- 
dorsed by Resolution of two Zionist Congresses 

In this country, the Board of Deputies, which the 
World Jewish Congress recognises as the representu- 
hive metitution of Anglo-Jewry, saw fit, some years 
to Mand outside the World Jewnh Conercss, 
although the decision to do so was carried by only 
a small majority of the Board. It cannot possibly 
be maintained, however, that this should debar 
members of the Anglo-Jewish community trom 
accepting the principle and programme of the World 
Jewish ongress, and, equally, that the Conger 
showld be debarred from dissenmunating us 
ideas and accepting members from the Anglio-Jewish 
community. To assert otherwise would a com- 
plete me gation of democratic principles 

This does not mean that the Brith Section of 
the World Jewish Congress sets itself up m opposi- 
ion te the cuisting representative institution of 
British Jewry: it has never attempted to do so and 
dees mot work in thes direction.

PROPOSED HIGHER 
TAXATION 


Jewish and Arab Misgivings 


N ops are proceeding between the Jewish 
Agency, the Vaad i, and ether organisations 
to formulate a joint attitude towards the proposed 
new tax legisiation, on the grounds that the Yishuv 
ss 30 per cent of the country’s taxation 
(writes our Jerusalem correspondent), but does not 
receive proportional reciprocal benefits from the 
Government outlay. It is also contended that the 
present drain caused by the higher taxation tends 
ultimately to reduce the ishuy's economic 
capacity to launch large-scale schemes after the war 
m accordance with the principles of the Biltmore 
programme. 

Incidentally, it may be observed that Arab com- 
mercial circles are taking similar objection to the 
proposed higher income tax, while a conference of 
Arab Chambers of Commerce last week voiced 
anxiety over the allegediy deteriorating cconomic 
position, especially the position concerning food 
supplies.

into Jewish possession.

GROWTH OF THE HISTADRUT 


Twenty thousand members of the Histadrui are 
among the 25,000 Jewish volunteers from Palestine 
im the armed Forces, This was one of the points 
made by Mr. N. Jackson — = the Angio- 
Palestinian Club recently on “ The Workers’ Move- 
ment im Palestine.” 

The Histadrut membership. he stated. was now 
over 130,000, which, including families, repre- 
sented over 40 per cent of the Yishuv ; 35,000 mem- 
bers were engaged in war industry, 15,000 were 
employed directly as civilian workers by the miiltary 
authorities, and 40,000 were engaged in agricultural! 
work. At its foundation, said Mr, Jackson, the 
Histadrut had only 4,500 members. 

The Histadrut fulfilled trade union and co-opera- 
tive functions, but it could noi be compared with 
“iumilar organisations in other countries, said the 
speaker: the unifying factor had not only been 
the workers’ common interests, but the realisation 
that they were the pioneers of a re-created Jewish 
people, living on its own soil, without explorttalion 
by, or of, others, 

Dealing- with the Organisation of Arab workers, 
Mr. Jackson explained the difficulties occasioned 
bY a low standard of living and a high degree of 
literacy among the Arab masses. spite these 
difficulties, he said, the Histadrut had considerable 
success to ifs credit in helping it the organisation 
of Arab workers. 


“ TIMES” ARTICLE ON ARABS 
Incomplete Comparisons 


In a special article published on Monday by Tue 
Tmes, on “ The Arabs of Palestine,” a review is 

iven of the social and economic -progress made 

y the Arabs under the British Mandate. In dealing 
with the war effort, the paper's Special Correspon- 
dent writes, among other things:

The writer does not give any details of other 
enlistment in other branches and appears to_refer 
only to Arab and Jewish recruitment into the Buffs. 
He does not take ‘into account at all the large Jewish 
recruitment into technical units (which was done 
on the request of the Military authorities). There 
are, in fact, about 30,000 Jews serving ih all forma- 
tions, including the settlement police, and the corre- 
sponding Arab figure is 8,000. There have been 
no figures yet issued of comparative Jewish and 
Arab recruiting in the Palestine Regiment. 

Mr. Moshe Shertok, when in England recently. 
stated that when he left Palestine the number of 
Jewish recruits in all branches of H.M. Forces 
topped 19,000 and would probably be 20,000 by the 
end of 1942. About 7,000 Jews were engaged also 
in internal defence, under military control, and 
another 1,000 Jews were serving in Alhed Armies 
m Palestine, 


The Jerusalem correspondent of Tue Times this 
week reported that roughs broke into the Pro- 
letarian Club in the Jewish quarter of Jerusalem 
in the early hours of Saturday and burnt books, 
pamphiects, magazines, ahd other club literature 4s 
well as some furniture.

SWITZERLAND URGED TO 
INTERVENE 


The Swiss League of Human Rights has issued a 
protést against the anti-Jewish atrociticS and has 
sent appeals to the Vatican, to the International 
Red Cross, and to the heads of the Swiss Protestant 
and Catholic Churches to intervene with the German 
Government to abandon its policy of extermination. 
The appeals were signed by .144 Swiss notabies, 
including many political leaders, professors, and 
writers. 

A. tig public mecting was recently held in Geneva 
under the auspices of Swiss Labour bodics at which 
a strong protest was adopted against Nazi anti- 
Semitism and anti-Jewish atrocities. The Swiss 
Government was urged to provide better treatment 
for interned Jewish refugees. 

The position of the refugees has meanwhile been 
discussed at a special session of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Federal Council in Berne. It was 
stated that there was a difficult probiem of housing 


refugees. The refugees had been sent to labour 
camps, and received the same rations as Swiss 
citizens. Only ip rare cases were they allowed to

WE willingly make room in this issue for a letter from the: 


Marchioness of Reading on the subject of the Deputies 
and the World Jewish Congress, since it is of some import- 
ance that this matter be frankly and searchingly discussed 
and the principles clearly understood. 

In some comments last week in this column reference 
was made to the “ so-called World Jewish Congress.” Our 
correspondent clearly does not approve the adjective in 
this ase, and after the manner of expert genealogists 
who hunt out noble origins for successful and aspiring social 
climbers, though no doubt with less debatable motives, 
proceeds to endow the Congress with a certain “ pride 
of ancestry.” Its origin, she informs us, goes back to the 
year 1917, the first visible embodiment taking shape during 
the Peace Conference at Versailles in 1919 when “ fo. the 
first time the newly formed American Jewish Congress 
united with the Comité des. Délégations Juives, repre- 
senting the principal Jewish Communities in Europe.” 


Nothing much, however, seems to have been heard of the - 


movement until the year 1934—when a preliminary Con- 
ference met at Geneva @ organise a World Jewish Con- 
gress. The Congress, as its name indicated, was to 
assemble regularly, but it never has. In 1936 the much 
heralded Congress at last met, but even then the principal 
father of this ambitious creation, Rabbi Stephen Wise, 
declared it was “merely a preliminary step towards the 
organisation of world Jewry.” He was careful to point 
out that that Congress did not represent all the Jews of the 
world. Since then nothing like a plenary miceting of the 


_ Congress has assembled and, indeed, there has never been 


an assembly of world Jewry calculated to lend an air of 
plausibility to so soaring and rescunding a title. Those 
at the head of the movement have no doubt shown undeni- 
able industry in the creation of fresh branches, in securing 


affiliations, and in shouldering the Jewish burden in ways 


that commended themselves to the leadership. But of 
any indication that they have world Jewry behind them 
there has been no sign. 

Our correspondent bluntly claims that the World Jewish 
Congress now unites “ the greater majority of the organised 
Jewish Communities of the free democratic countries.” If 
by this she means that the Jewish masses in those lands are 
solidly behind it, then we take leave to say that she offers 
no supporting evidence, Brjtish Jewry has always been 
among the absentees—a pretty serious gap to begin with. 
When the proposal was rejected in the Deputies it was in 
the teeth of fierce efforts by those who unhelpfully 
regarded the World Jewish Congress as a kind of con- 
venient camouflage for the Zionist Organisation to be used 
when open activities in the Community were inexpedient 
at any point. Nor have the millions of Jews resident in 
Russia been represented in this Congress. On what provable 
ground is it suggested that most of the Communities of the 
Latin-American countries are in the Congress camp, or even 
that the majority of the Jews of the United States keep them 
company? The fact that there is a Canadian Jewish Con- 
gress and an Australian Jewish Congress is not convincing 
evidence that these two Jewries as a whole are with the 
Congress movement. Anybody in a Jewish Community, 
as was pointed out last week, can form an organisation, 
and he has the whole of the wealth of the local lexicon 
upon which to exercise his iggenuity in the choice of its 
name. But that docs not make it representative of the 
local community. Nor ts that quality established by roping 
together the various Congress branches, or by the accession 
to membership, en bloc, of the Zionist Organisation, which 
itself, at least in such a matter, cannot claim to speak for 
more than a portion of the still free Jewish Communities. 
On the lines of the Congress advocates, it would be quite 
possible 40 persuade “a few die-hard eccentrics that the 
earth is flat, and to organise them into national groups, 
and an international congress. Every country would be 
“ represented.” But the rest of the world, the vast majority, 
might still cling impenitently to the belief that, in spite 
of all, the earth is really round. 

The World Jewish Congress surely implies that its 
leadership is resented by a world-wide mandate. It 
betokens a Conscious, direct, and deliberate and unchallenge- 
able backing by at least a very great proportion of the 
Jewish people. And it implies the right, duly exercised, 
‘of the “represented” to criticise their “representatives” and 
to displace them quickly if they fail to represent the people's 
views. But there is no regular world ns at which 

© is no 
real democratic control of the World Jewish Congress or 
of the elections of its Executives. It is very doubtful 
whether—except in a very negative sense, such as opposi- 
tion to anti-Semitis is any active and positive policy 
which could commend itself broadly speaking to world 


_. its ideas and accepting members. 


“ World” nor “ Congress.” Responsible and non- 
Jews may, for a time, be impressed by it. But muischief- 
making Jew-baiters can also scize upon it as the triumphant 
demonstration that Jewry is engaged in an international 
conspiracy to dominate. And when the World Jewish Con- 
ae proceeds to boast that it was entirely due to it that 

rliament denounced the Hitler Jew-murders the greatest 
opportunity for slander is simply handed on a platter to the 
famenters of Jew-hatred. Of that there is already some 
evidence. 

It is this organisation which is now endeavouring to 
spread itself over this country and canvass membership for 
its branches in the Provinces. Our correspondent con- 
tends that there is no question at all of the Congress im- 
pinging on the functions of the Deputies’ Joint Foreign 
Committee, for whereas the Committee purports to repre- 
sent the views of British Jewry on Jewish foreign affairs 
the Congress purports to express the views of an inter- 
national Jewish organisation. But the World Jewish 
organisation must seek to express the views of British 
Jewry inter alia, or are the opinions of the 380,000 British 
Jews to be swamped, in the hearing of the British Govern- 
ment, by the voice purporting to speak for five million 
American Jews? If these two sets of opinion, British Jewish 
and World Jewish Congress, are mutually hostile then the 
misfortune is for those who have to listen to both. But, of 


course, the Congress branch in Britain does not merely 


express views, It tries to give them practical effect by 


assailing Government Departments and by organising 


activity in the Britigh Parliament. If that is not impinging 
on the functions of the Joint Foreign Committee, then 
words have lost their meaning. bd 

Similar independent action may be taken at any hour 
of any day, and in the wake of this recurring conflict of 
authority only disorganisation and disorder can come. 
Nobody argues, as our correspondent seems to suggest, 
that the Congress should be debarred from disseminating 
But between these demo- 
cratic rights and the claim to executive action in the face 
of the constituted authorities there is all the difference 
in the world. If that claim should be allowed, there would 
be nothing to prevent the rise of half-a-dozen or a dozen 
aspiring new bodies each ploughing its own furrow, each 
claiming to represent these Jews, or those Jews, or world 
Jews, and all helping to bedevil the Jewish case. 

There is one vital and indispensable requisite to the 
successful functioning of Democracy, and that is self- 
discipline. To all challengers of the Deputies’ authority 
the cry must be raised of “ hands off.” And it must come 
first from-—and be meant most by—those to whom the 
interests of the Deputies have been entrusted as a sacred 
charge. 


WINGS FOR VICTORY | 


Ir is not necessary to commend to Jews the great savings 
drive to raise further funds for the prosecution of the war. 


The present effort which is taking place this week has been 


associated with the historic exploits of the men of the R.A.F. 
It is honoured by the name of the Force whence came those 
“few” whom the Prime Minister has immortalised in his 
memorable tribute. To ask in their name can never be to 
ask in vain, for when they “clawed” the enemy ‘planes out 
of the skies in the Battle of Britain, they did more than win a 
victory; they Won, at the cost of many young and precious 
‘lives, one of the decisive encounters of the war, an encounter 
which the enemy for his part has never again challenged. It 
is now, in a manner of speaking, their comrades who ask. for 
more savings for more squadrons so that more airmen can 
carry on their good work.

BACK TO EVIAN ? | | 
Te exchange of views, recently published in part, between

THE TWO NEEDS , 

In its Note, the British Government urged that the refugee 
problem should now be dealt with “internationally instead 
of as hitherto by charity or by individual Governments in 
isolation.” This contention must command the assent of all 
who have a grasp of the immensity of the problem. But 
just because of the scale of the effort involved, and its wide- 
ranging character affecting many interests, or prejudices, there 
is the possibility, even probability, of prolonged delay in 
achieving the “ practical measures” for which our own 
Government rightly asks; and the succouring of refugees is 
a matter of the direst immediate urgency. More and more victims, 
as it was admitted in Parliament, are being done to death every 
day. There has already been prolonged delay—-witaess the 
fact that the first British communication was dispatched as 
far back as January 20 last. It was gratifying, therefore, to 
have Mr. Eden's promise: “ No time will be lost.” But even 
though the Foreign Secretary declared that the discussions 
would be concerned with the urgent problem, it is plain that, 
as he said, it would be wide in scope. This is implied in the 
notes exchanged between this country and the United States. 
There is the question of agreement on the principle of inter- 
national co-operation and on the subsidiary questions involved. 
There is the question of shipping, to which our own Govern- 
ment makes pointed reference. There is the question of post- 
war repatriation to be explored—a policy, incidentally, which 
will be found next to impossible whatever the wishful 
thinkers may dream, There will be plans for the co-operation 
of neutral countries—and so forth. Again and again we find 
that this situatiof has te be examined, or that matter 
“explored.” Meanwhile many lives are in jeopardy, many are 
being destroyed. 


_ Clearly the whole job to which the nations are to set their 
hands is important. But much of the work which threatens 
to creep into the discussions and pull up their speed belongs 
to the long-range task, and it is a matter of supreme concern 
that it should not be allowed to prejudice, let alone paralyse, 
the short-term effort demanded by the grim facts. It is diffi- 
cult to avoid the thought that the haste with which the British 
and American Governments are proclaiming what they have 
already done is hardly encouraging. 


ANGLO-SOVIET-U.S. RELATIONS 


THe very blunt, or rather sharp, criticism by Admiral Stand- 
ley, the American Ambassador in Moscow, of what he regarded 
as the failure of Russia to give adequate public recognition 
to his country’s aid to her Soviet Ally is probably only 
the downrightness of anold sea-dog, or perhaps merely a 
“ blazing indiscretion ” in those realms of diplomacy in which 
But it is also one of 
those happenings for which other and less engaging dogs—the 
watch-dogs of German propaganda—are always on the alert 
in their effort to drive the Allies apart. All the greater credit, 
therefore, to the Soviet, for the soft and wise answer it has 
returned to the Admiral, which did” not take the form of 
argument or recrimination but of broadcasting in full the 
American official statement of supplies shipped by the U.S.A. 
both to Russia and Britain—a statement neatly rounded off 
by the fact that # was read at dictation speed. It is 
important to remember that not only may mischief-making 
Nazis be helped by indirect utterances, but that there is a risk 
that die-hard prejudices in Russia and Britain and Anjierica 
may be fostered and fortified. As a Times leading article 
opportunely reminds us, there is a small minority of people 


in this country who, undeterred by the thought of playing 


into Hitler's hands, are still impressed by the “ Bolshevist 
bogy,” just as there is probably a small minority of Russians 
who still believe that British capitalism is“a standing menace 
to Soviet Russia. But let us not forget that there are also bene- 
ficent minorities whose help in bringing fuller and better 
understanding can be of tremendous value to the war effort 
and to the future peace. Of this a particularly striking example 
is to be found in the Jewish Fund for Soviet Russia formed 
Its aim is to 
bring comfort and healing to the gallant Soviet people. Its 
mission, directly merciful, can do much, indirectly, to counter 
the efforts of those who would like nothing better than to 
bring friction between the two peoples, comrades in war. It 
is a sign of prescience’ as well as of kindliness. therefore, that 
practical interest in this effort is being taken by prominent 
Jewish leaders like Lord Nathan, Dr. Redcliffe Salaman, and 
Mr. Leonard Stein, and the community can do much of real 
service in scotching Hitler’s mischief-making, as well as of 


true humanitarian endeavour, by carrying the Jewish Fund for . 
- Soviet Russia speedily to its “ target.” 


GENERAL GIRAUD ADVANCES 


Tre latest news from North Africa is certainly more 
encouraging. General Giraud has torn up all the Vichy decrees 
and has sent packing the sinister Government Bureau for 
Jewish Affairs—itself the concrete embodiment of Nazist anti- 
Jewish discrimination. As evidence of his sincerity Jews are 
to be admitted to combatant units of the Army, and Jewish 
women are to receive equal rights in employment. That 
these elementary rights have been withheld till now has been 
a matter for extreme regret—not only on local Jewry’s account 
but on that of the whole cause. But one recognises that 


there has been a fairly large and repellent Augean stable of 


pro-Fascism and quislingism to cleanse. France has, indeed, 
no racial prejudices, as the General asserts. But there were, 
and are, plenty of them in North Africa, and one can only 
hope that the steps taken and to be Jaken to deprive them of 
their power for mischief will be carried out in the spirit as 
well as the letter until the principles of Republican France 
triumph once more. It would be a tragic irony if Hitlerism 
survived after the war in Hitler's noffiinees in the various 
countries to which he has had access, direct or indirect. The 


world is pleased with the General’s words. It confidently antici- ~ 
pates his deeds. |

THE LONDON SHELTER 
‘TRAGEDY 


Fascists’ Vile Anti-Jewish Slander 


Within a few hours of the tragic accident at 
the underground shelter in London on Wednesday 
of last week, Pascists were spreading the lic that 
the Jews were responsibdic. 

This charge (writes a Jewish CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative) is foundation. 
proportion of Jews in the shelter on the night of the 
tragedy was a very small one. At the Town Hall 
I was told that the number of Jews sheltering there 
on the terrible night was very few. A girl A.RP. 

this, as did also many others, 
both Jews and non-Jews. 

One or two said that the Jews numbered only 
about two dozen or so altogether in the shelter. But 
nearly all agreed that it could not be more than 10 
per cent, and probably icss. 

This shelter is one where local very rough 
elements usudily go for protection—many of 
them formerly members of the British Union of 
Fascists, which was more powerful here than almost 
anywhere else in London—and the Jews, knowing 
that thty are not welcome there, usually to 
some underground stations elsewhere. Only a hand- 
ful of the older-established or hardier Jews venture 
to use this shelter. Of the dead, only five were Jews.

Cerried Reans and Carrots 


Haricot beans, 4 16. carrots, | Ib.: curry powder. 

teaspooniuls-;. sugar or syrup, |. teaspoontul : 
dripping or margafine, | oz.; water or vegetabic 
stock ; chutney: 4 apple if available. 

Soak beans overmght. Scrape and slice carrots. 
Put beans m a saucepan with sufficient water or 
vegetable stock to cover and simmer gentiy for 
> hours. Add the carrots for the last 40 minutes, 
and, if necessary, add more boiling water so that 
they are completely covered. 

Meit the fat, stir in flour and curry powder and 
blend smoothly, add sugar (or syrup), finely chopped 
apple (if available), and gradually stir in 3 pint hguid 
from the beans and carrots. Stir till bothng, add a 
lithe vegetable extract and either a teaspoonful of 
chutney or a few drops of vinegar and the beans 
and carrots. Simmer for 10 minutes and serve 
with boiled potatoes and a green vegetable.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK . 
Strength Through 
Unity 


“ Be strong and let us strengthen cach other.’ 
—IT Samuel, x. 12. 


E words of Joab, addressed to his brother 
Abishai, when Israci's defenders were con- 

__. fronted on two sides by their Syrian enemics, 
will be repeated to-morrow in our houses of worship 


at the conclusion of the reading of the hast rtion * 


of the Book of Exodus.. The united cry j apm 


will assume a greater. significance than it ever had 
before. Accustomed though we are to the sound 
of the words, which are uttered in unison by the 
worshippers at the termination of the reading of 
each of the books of the Pentateuch, the appro- 
priatencss of the exclamation, and the exhortation 
i conveys, will be readily understood by all who 
are aware of the many dangers confronting ovr 
people to-day. Even more than in the days of Joab 
those responsible for the defence of: Isracl must 
realise that there are enemics on all sides bent on 
our destruction, that “ the front of the- battle i< 
against us before and behind,” and that the render- 
img of mutual aid by all séctions of our people in 
the fight against the common foc is essential for our 
survival. “If the Syrians be too strong for me, 
then thou shalt help me; but if the children of 
Ammon be too strong for thee, then I will come and 
heip thee.” The unified strategy of the valiant 
brothers to whom David entrusted the defence of his 
people must be owr strategy im these critical days. 

Present-day Jewry needs all the strength HM can 
muster in order to defend itself against its open and 
concealed enemics. This strength can only be 
acquired through unity. Only by the loyal and 
steadfast co-operation of all sections of Our com- 
munity and of all branches of our peopic can we 
hope to make an impression upon the enemy. But 
is there any hope of this unity being achieved? © Is 
there any prospect of real co-operation between the 
leaders and representatives of the .various groups 
mto which cven British Jewry is divided? The rank 
and file cannot but feel disheartened when they see 
the leaders, both lay dnd speritual, spend their time 
and energy in ventilating their grievances against 
cach other and weakening cach other's influencc, 
instead of strengthening it: when religious 
differences are carried mio the political ficid. 
and sectional activities are allowed to = inter- 
fere with the corporate activities of the genera! 
commanity: when individual ambition hinders the 
common ¢effort and militaics against united planning 
and an agreed strategy Of Jewish defence. Will not 
the enemy take note of all this and imtensily fies 
campaign against our véry existence’ Are not his 
chances of achicying bis inhuman purpose in his 
attacks on the whole .of Isracl thereby areatly 
cnhanced 


strong, be strong, and let us strengthen cach 

other.’ -Thes cry ought to be uttered not only 
in owr houses of worship, but also in the council 
chambers of our coforounal organisations and our 
representative bodies. Any acthon that we take on 
our defence ought to be waited acthhon, and be the 
expression of a united Jewish effort to: check the 
enemy's progress. If nations that have little in 
common, except the consciousness of a common 
danger and a resolve to defeat the common chemy, 
could unite and share all their means of defence 


between them, why -cannoet the various sections of. 


our own community adopt a similar attitude? it 
is true that where principles of faith are concerned 
or where the practice of religious observances and 
hallowed tradition is at stake, mimoritics have 
right, and even a duty, to follow their Own convic- 
tions and to accept the guidance of their own 
authorities, But when questions arise affecting the 
wellbeing and security of the whole community, 
concerning the defence of the Jewish name and the 
Jewish honour generatiy, 
vidualism and sectionalism must surely be detri- 
mental to the common cause, and render the 
struggle for the preservation of Jewry imfinittly 
more difficult 

That: the principles of democracy ought to be 
given greater attention in the management of the 
affairs of our community is undoubtedly true. That 
decentralisation of authority would further the 
highest interests of British Jewry has long since been 
recognised, although it has never been put into 
practice, But to allow internal disruption to take 
place through a struggle for supremacy by different 
sections, or through the absence of a sense of respon- 
sibility from the minds of potential leaders, or even 
through the placing of responsibility on those uoht 
or unwilling to lead, is a dangerous attitude. It is 
even more dangerous when it hinders the adoption 
of a united plan of campaign and a common 
strategy in the fight against an outside enemy. If 
those m leading positions are slow to realise Hu, i 
is the duty of the rank and file to express their con- 


cern and to do all they can to have the danger.

CAREERS ADVICE | 


A White Paper has been issued by the Govern- 
ment giving a policy for the training of craftsmen 
for the building industry. It is obvious that for very 
many years after the war the building industry (which, 
of course, does not mean simply the craft of put- 
ting bricks and mortar together, but ranges through 
all sorts of manufacturing industries and crafts, and 
includes civil and other branches of enginecring, 
architecture, &c.) will be one of the most urgent 
required of al! for the inevitable reconstruction a!! 
over the country—all over the world, in fact. The 
Government envisages the building up of a labour 
force in the industry, over a period, to about 
1,250,000 men, With the numbers required for the 
ancillary trades, it has been estimated that 3,000,000 
workers will be wanted. Recruitment into the 
ae will be regulated, and a plan is being pre- 
pared for training up to 200,000 men during the 
first three or four years. The White Paper also 
deals with the establishment, under adequate 

varantees, of conditions of work which will, as 
ar as possibic, climinate casual employment. The 
Government proposes to establish a Building 
Industry Advisory Panel, to be presided over by 
the Minister of Labour and National Service (or 
his deputy),. Local advisory committees, attached 
to the employment exchanges, will asstst im selecting 
trainees. ‘

DUTCH PEOPLE BEFRIEND JEWS 


“ All Jews step forward,” ordered the Nazi Com- 


mandant of a concentration camp. Immediately 
everybody in the camp, Jew and non-Jew alike, 
stepped forward. 


This incident, which occurred in Holland, was 
cued by Mr. J. J. Van der Laan, of the Netherlands 
Information Bureau, during a lecture. at. the Angio- 
Palestinian Club, last week. Mr. P. Horowitz was in 
the chair. . 

Mr. Van der Laan said that when the Nazis 
mvaded Holland, 500 prominent shoei: including 
many Jews, committed suicide to avoid being 
On the whole, 
there had, before the Nazis came, been no diffler- 
entiation between Jew and Genritile, although jhe 
could not say that there had been no anti-Semitism 
at all. Anti-Semitism, during recent years, had 
been growing as a result of the lead given by the 
Nazis... But there was much less of it than in most 
countries of the Continent. 

The laws and regulations put into force to exclude 
the Jews from public life in Holland had not .suc- 
ceeded, he said, because the Protestant and the 
Catholic Churches were all the time trying to help 
the Jews. Already half the Jewish population of 
Holland had been dragged to Germany. But the 
Churches went on protesting against the treatment 
of the Jews and were even hiding them. When Dutch 
Jews were ordered to wear the Star of David badge, 
many of their non-Jewish friends did the same. 
Shopkeepers who had something over the ration to 
offer waited until 3 o’clock before sellme because 
it was not utitil this hour that Jews were allowed to 
do their Shopping.

Every 
offer of accommodation by a Jewish family to 
Young refugees for the coming Passover will be 
deeply appreciated.

3-DAY | am going to tell you the story of one 
of our modern Jewish heroes, who died 23 years 
ago next Thursday (11) Adar 11. 

Joseph Trumpeldor was born in the Caucasus in 
November, 1880. His father had been a soldier 
under the Tsar for 25 years dnd had been away 
from all Jewish surroundings, but he instilled into 
his son Joseph the historical and traditional values 
of the Jewish religion. Joseph, very early in. hie, 
became an ardent Zionist, with a great longing and 
hope to leave Russia and live in Palestine. 

When he was 20, he went into the army, and 
shortly afterwards (1903), war broke out between 
Russia and Japan. Joseph was sent to the front and 
very soon received promotion, Wounded in battic, 
he lost his left arm. He was in hospital in the town 
of Port Arthur when itt was surrendered to the 
enemy, and Trumpeldor, among others, was taken 
prisoner to Japan, where he spent his time in the 
prison camp in teaching the other prisoners rcading, 
writing, and history. With his fellow-Jewish 
prisoners, he organised a Zionist socicty. 

- At the end of the war he returned to Russia and 
studied in Leningrad. His object was to establish 
a Jewish. settlement Palestine. During the 
vacation he helped with farm work, knowing that 
agriculture would be needed for his great scheme; 
and. he told his followers, “ Remember that one 
an not go to Palestine for heroic deeds, but to 

At last, in 1912, he went to Palestine, but it was 
dificult to carry out his work. He was in Degania,

the British Governmegt) the famous Zion Mule 
Corps and was active m it until it was disbanded 
in 1916. 

On hearing of the Russian revolution, he returned 
to the land of his birth, and he called on the Jewish 
youth to leave the country and work for their own 
land. Together with a small band, he tramped to 
Smyrna, where he lived for three months. Then he 
again went to Palestine, where he organised the 
workers on co-operative lines. : 
* Just at this time there was trouble from the Arabs 
in the Upper Galilee section. The Bedouins and 
Arabs were at war against the French, and three 
Jewish settlements, Mctulla, Kfar Giladi, and Tel 
Hai, lay on the ‘borders of French territory. The 
Bedouins attacked the Jewish villages and the 
women and chiliren were. sent away and only the 
men remained to defend thé colony. 

One morning, on Adar 11, sounds of firing were 
heard, and Trumpeldor, with a few others, burried 
to Tel Hai, where a small, but fierce, battle was 
raging. Our hero was. wounded, but nevertheless 
he tried to carry on, but he was struck down again. 
In spite of severe wounds, be managed to gasp out 
a few last orders and, knowing he had only a short 
time to live, he said, “ Tell the men that they must 
stand to the last for the honour of the people of 
Israel.” He lived through the day, directing some 
of his comrades to go to the nearest setticment and 
bring back help. -+y found a dozen men and a 
doctor. Trumpeldor was unable to bear the journcy. 
and on the way he died. His last words were, “ It 
is good to die for our country.” ¢ 

o-day at Tel Hai (Hill of Life) there stands a 
wonderful monument by a famous Jewisn sculptor 
in memory of Trumpeldor, creator of the Chalutz 
movement.
